Camp Meade, Middietown, Pa, Sept. 25,
=The trial of Major ', It Parke still
oontinues to arouse Interest, especially
among the men of the Thirteenth, all
of whom would be happy to see him
come out vietorlous, He made his first
atrategle move in selecting Generald
Gobin and Captaln Norrls, of the Third
brigade, to represent him and to fight
his battle to the end. Hoth are not
only skilled fn all that relates to gol-
diering, but are also versed In all the
technicallties of law, clvil and military
In addition to this, General CGobin s
noted for an aggrossiveness wWhich is
far from deserting him in the present
instance, Judging by apeparances, It
will take some time for the case to he
ended—It it dees not fall and dje of
sheer exhaustion, Major Parke does
not Intend to relpx, In the leas=t degree,
in hia efforts to ko right to the hottom
of the case, to fully ventilate the
carges, and the anilmus which under-
lies them,

Since the arrival of the troops here
camp got Its first good drenching
Thursday afternoon and night. Boon
after dinner the drops began to fall;
before supper a falrly good shower waa
in progress, and this continued for sov-
eral hours, 2o that a check roll had to
be called at 0 o'olock. Those who were
compelled to be outside on duty kept
themselves dry and warm by means of
thelr ponchos and gum boots.

CAUSES MERRIMENT.

There is no llmit te the amount of
Erim merriment Indulged In here by the
men aver the propositions, which have
been digcussed {n geveral papers, rela-
tive to moving the troope to Philadel-
phin and vicinity, and quartering the
different  regiments  temporarily  in
hotels during the real cold weather,
and previously o sending them to Cuobn
and Porto Rico, The whole matter (s
looked upon ns a glgantic hoax, pure
and simple,visionary, Improcticable, too
good to he true, To say that all are
still manifesting o lively Interest in the
development of affaite in general, and
are speculating  earnestly upon the
hapes nnd the progpects of heing mus-
tered out in the course of a few months,
would be n rather mild statement of
the actual feelings of the men. If not
voleed In words, the number of men
who say in thely hearts, “Who will he
the next fortunste ones to be mus-
tered out”™ (= slmply leglon, and this
fact becomes more and more apparent
every day., In the meantime, the talk
of quartering the troops In hotels in, or
near, the city of Philadelphin Is pro-
voking only laughter.

That the commissioned ofecers of the
regiment, both line and staff, are hav-
ing thelr own share of sickness g be-
coming more apparent datly. A rough,
but practically accurate, caleulation of
the percentage of glekness among the
enlisted men and the officers of the
regliment shows that, of the officers,
twenty-two per cent, of them are now
absent from camp, but only about sigh-
teen per cent, of the men.

New York Regiment to Be Isolated
from Other Troops.

Camp Meade, Middletown, Pa,, Sept.
2h.—Major Joseph K. Weaver, of Nor-
ristown, was relleved toduy as surgeon-
in-chief of the Second division hospl-
tal and asgsigned as acting surgeon of
the division. This change was made
nacessary by the resignation of Major
Devine, who returns to Boston to re-
sume his private practice. Major
Charles C. Wiley, of Pittsburg, will
heve charge of the hospitul until the
general court-martial disposes of the
case of Major Charles R. Parke, of
Beranton, Major Parke expects to be
acquitted and returned to his former
position at the hospital, Major Wiley
will be relleved in time to be mustered
out with the Elghteenth regiment.

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY TRADE.

Report of the United States Counsel
at Vienna—Decrease in Exports.
Waehington, Sept. 25.—The 1'nited

States consul ut Vienna in a report to

the state department on the trade of

Austrin-Hungary for 1807 ascribes the

general decrease in exports to  this
country to the fact that the game
gonds are now manufactured in the

I'nited Btates and ean be sold at the
game or lower prices than the Austri-
an goods, The report is that Amerl-
vin #ilk is baing sold in Lyons, the real
stk center of Europe and that French
minufincturars are buying It In lorge
auantities, especially that uszed for din-
Ing prrposea to tahe the place of that
formerly imported from Austria and
Hungary, There Is a fulling off In the
demand for pearl goods and for glass-
ware, due to the popularity and super-
fority of the Amerionn product. It is
frankly admitted, the consul says, that
the American cut glass is finer and
maore elegantly cut than any manu-
factured in Europe,

The American bieyvele, according to
the consul, iz finding favor with the
whislmen notwithstanding Its higher
price over those of domestic make.
He thinks that if the United States
muanufacturers  desire to  get  their
whoeols inte the foreign market they
should be satisfied with a little less
profit, and they to make easier terms
for their agents, The wheels sent from
America are generally without mud
gunrds, brakes and other noecegsities
and the agent 12 put to the additional
exponse and trouble of supplying them.

There I8 0 growing demand for
American canned goods but high prices
previdl because the gonds go through
th> hands of middle men.

The consu! at Antwerp, Belgium, re-
ports that the exports from that eoun-
try to the U'nited Stutea in 1895, were
valued at 9435500, an Inerease of §
per cent, aver the preceding year and
the imports direet from the 1Tnited
Btates in 1589¢ were valued at $37,504.800,
an increase of 9 per oent. over 1865,

FOR ENGINEERS

THEIR LITE IN PORTO RICO IS
A VERY HARD ONE.

Since They Arrived There They Have
Been Constantly Employed Either
on the Mareh or In Building and
Repniring Roads and Bridges.
Have No Idea of the Length of
Time They Will Have to Remain
In the Service—Scrantonians Are
All in Good Henalth.

Specinl Correspoidences to The Tribone,

In Camp Near Coamu, Porto Rilce,
Sept, T.—=8ince writing my last letter
to your paper on our arrival in Porto
Rico harbor, Porto Rico on August 15,
we have had almost a continual move
of ténts and camping ground. Our
regiment has been broken up Into de-
tachments and are doing englneering

work In the various garta of the Isl-
and, Companles 1, affid M have been
#ent up the western const to repalr

some soast defenses and the Second
battalion, with the exception of com-
pany G, which s loeated about three
milex north of Ponee city, |s at the
regimental headqguarters ahout half a
mile west of Ponce. The First battal-
fon, with companiea A, C and D Is
located nenr Coamo, nine and one half
miles from Ponce, northeast, having
made the march in two days, Coms-
pany H, of the First battallon, 18 some-
where near Coamo bullding a bridge,

The march of the First battallon was
a tough one and ls worthy of note,
It was about 10 a. m. when we started
from the camp near Ponce, after hav-
ing marched one and one hall mileg
and getting pretty well warmed up,
we came to a stream which was not
bridged. This was forded by both of-
flcera and men and we then marched
in wet clothes a mile further before
halting for dinner. Hy that time the
Boys had dried their clothing In the
hot sun and ot 3 o'clock we were off
again.

Aftor marching for an hour we en-
tered the town of ¥1 Coto, which has
about 1.200 inhabitants, This town had
been invaded by guerillas o few weeks
ago and the principal bulldings burn~
ed and the town sacked. A halt of an
hour, while a heavy rain 11, was had
it this place, and then onward, Five
other streams ware forded and it was
quite dark when we reached our next
camping  place, where we spent the
night,

BLEEPING UNDER DIFFICULTIES.

We bivouacked in n fleld near the town
of Juanadinz, All were wet and very
hungry and it was nearly 11 o'clock

when all the engineeres had been fed
and were lying in thelr wet eclothing
without tents Iying asleep, At five

o'clock next morning all were up and
after o breakfast of hot coffee, corned
heef and hard tack we were on the
march once more. A train of about
forty wagons followed with the tents
and matevial for bullding and repalr-
Ing bridges. The day was decidedly
hot and so as we left the coast the
breezes which ecnoled the air when we
were near Ponce, was notlceably ahb-
gent, Many a good man fell by the
wayside and was bhrought along upon
hay wagon. Those who
did stond the whole mareh were near-
Iy exhauvsted when thev reached the
new camp about 3 o'clock p. m.
Dinner was ready when we arrived,

The only Incident or wceldent that
happened wus the running away of
a double mule teum down a hill, It

dashed into the ranks of company D,
but the men had warning and scattered
right and left and saved themselves
they could. One soldier had
hig arm broken by being thrown from
the wagon. Two others were lung up-
on u wire fence, but none were hurt.

The plantation upon which we camp=
el Is a very large one, owned by a rich
who deeldedly objected to
Its use for a eamp, with or without
pay. We camped there nevertheless,

READY FOR ACTION,

It I= #ald that this Spanish planta-
tion owner has a son who Is leader of
. guerrilla band, and that night an
extra amount of ammunition was is-
sued, and each man ordered to lay with
hig gun beside him ready for a call at
any moment. but the call never came
Sinee that we have moved ene-half
mile further toward Coamo which i=
still two miles from us, Our camp is
situated In a beautiful spot, The
ground is high and there are moun-
tains all about ug, In fact we are up
in the mountaing, We have about ten
days' bridge and culvert work to do
here,

The Bpanish soldiers destroved by
hlowing up nearly every bridge along
the “Queens road” which connecty
with all towns of any linportance on
the Island, Coamo Is at present thelr
gencral headonarters, and I under-
etand that no soldler is allowed to
buy anvthing in that cliy

The natives here are a lot of cheats
They evidently have nlwavs lived from
hand ta mouth, and now that they
have a chance to mnke an even dollar
hy selling bread, milk, and a few
thirgs that would make n soldier's
mouth water, charge about douhbla
what It is worth, We pay ot the rate
of 20 cents for a quart of milk, and all
things sold are in proportion

Everything they want pay for, and
when we think that it was for their
benefit we came here we are Inclined
to feel a lHttle sove. The life Elnee
leaving Peekakill has been one of hurd-
ghip. There I8 not & man in the regi-
ment who has goined In flesh, but
we have had lots of solld experience.

SIMPLY OBEY ORDEHRS.

We go where we are sent, and come
when we are called. We do not hear
anything from the outside world, and
do not know when we will come home,
in fact, you at home, know more about
muatters here than we whe are here,

Thave not recelved u word from homas
ut this date gince Aug. 2, and there ara
hundreds of others in the same boat
